New landlady bringing American 
twist to traditional country pub 


PROFILE 


THE new faces at the Haymaker Inn in Wadeford, near 
Chard, are Reg and Michelle Thurley who immediately 
put up a sign saying “Under New Attitude”. 

Fresh from California, Reg is originally a Brit and 
Michelle hails from America but loves the green of the 
English West Country... she even likes the weather! 

So what brings a Californian to set up in a Somerset 
pub? 

Prior to becoming an experienced caterer in America, 
Michelle was in law enforcement for 19 years. She 
worked in the County District Attorney’s office in Bak¬ 
ersfield where she had a very stressful job in one of the 
toughest areas in town, locating and transporting wit¬ 
nesses to criminal cases. Suffering from burn-out, she 
decided she needed a lifestyle change and knew that a 
new wardrobe just wasn’t going to cut it. 

She had met Reg 16 years earlier at her regular coffee 
shop, having admired his white Jaguar parked outside. 
She said: “I used to be very shy and I made myself talk 
to him.” 

Reg, who has retired on several occasions but gets 
bored, used to have a pub in Berkshire and was a pro¬ 
fessional racing driver. At the time they met, he had a 
wholesale meat company in the USA with a catering 
arm. He and Michelle used to do barbecues for 400 to 
500 people at a time. They also had concession stands at 
the largest soccer complex in California. It wasn’t un¬ 
usual for their team of 18 to serve up 20,000 steaks in a 
day! 

In addition, they owned a motor racing company, im¬ 
porting the British racing car “Radical”, made in Peter¬ 
borough, to the USA and became West Coast 
distributors. 

When Reg decided to retire again and still with family 
in England, the couple decided to come to make the 
move across the Atlantic and look for a pub, so they sold 
their boat, leased out their house and looked for a suit¬ 
able place. 

Michelle said: “I was looking at Dorset or the Somerset 
border and in February we were looking at a pub in Bath 
then this one came up. I liked the area and it had every¬ 
thing I wanted - letting rooms, a bar and a restaurant, the 
only thing I wanted and didn’t get was a main road but 
this is actually quite a busy road. 

“Reg came over in December and I followed a couple 
of weeks later and my feet haven’t touched the ground 
since then. We brought two dogs and three cats with us,

I couldn’t leave them, they are my family. 

“Before law enforcement I worked as a humane officer 
for the SPCA and I love animals. Our German Shep¬ 
herd’s ticket was more than Reg’s and mine put together! 
I have also brought my western saddle and hope to go 
riding at some point. 

“We managed to get out for a walk around the area for 
the first time last weekend and are going to try to do it 
every Sunday. It’s so beautiful around here, so green, 
and I took pictures of all the wild flowers we don’t have 
those back home. I like this climate here, it is 34 degrees 
where my mother is right now.” 

Michelle is bringing her home influence to the menu 
at the Haymaker and has already won over the locals 
with her butterfinger pie ice cream dessert, a childhood 
favourite. 

The taco Tuesdays are also taking off, with a touch of 
Mexican spice, a lot of blackboard specials and, for their 
grand re-opening on June 14th, they will be firing up the 
barbeque with a tri-tip cut of meat favoured in the States. 

Reg has also started a single malt whisky appreciation 
club and between them they hope to keep their tradi¬ 
tional English pub with a few extra twists to keep things 
interesting.

Ofsted inspectors grade 
Wadham a 'good' school 




news briefing 


STUDENTS, staff, and governors are delighted that Ofsted has 
recognised that Wadham School in Crewkem is a “good” school in 
every respect, according of Ofsted inspectors. 

The school, which takes students from Maiden Beech Academy 
and Swanmead Community School in llminster, was inspected by 
Ofsted on May 7th and 8th, six months earlier than would usually 
be the case on the recommendation of the school’s link HMI (Her 
Majesty’s Inspector). 

Headteacher David Derbyshire said: “This is fantastic news for 
Wadham - for students, staff, parents and governors. Wadham has 
been recognised as providing a resoundingly good level of educa¬ 
tion, in all aspects. 

“However, parents can be assured that we will never rest on any 
laurels. Everyone at Wadham wants to push on to the next level until 
Ofsted judge us the outstanding school we know we can be. And we 
won’t rest then either! 

“For now though, I should like to pay tribute to the amazing staff 
and students for this success. It is a privilege to work with them 
every day and, as Ofsted said, we have created an atmosphere in 
which good behaviour and achievement can flourish.” 

The inspector’s report praised the work of the school across the 
board, pointing out that students whose “attainment is generally 
below average” at the end of Year 6 are performing “well above the 
national average at GCSE”. 

It has been a long haul for Mr Derbyshire and his team, pulling the 
school out of special measures in 2007 and having been disappointed 
with previous reports, which still said there was room for improve¬ 
ment. 

The latest report stated: “At the end of Year 11, the proportion of

students attaining five or more good GCSE passes, including English 
and mathematics, is well above the national average. The sixth form 
is good, students make better overall progress than is the case na¬ 
tionally. 

Results in A-level and other examinations are above the national 
average. Many students progress to higher education. Students who 
are disabled or have special educational needs achieve well. The 
most able students achieve well and attain grades A* or A at GCSE 
in a range of subjects. 

“Students are keen to learn and they behave well. They are well 
prepared for the next stage of their education and understand the im¬ 
portance of doing well at school. School leaders and governors have 
a perceptive insight into the school’s strengths and weaknesses and 
have tackled the latter effectively. 

“Senior leaders and governors’ suc¬ 
cessful actions... have improved stu¬ 
dents’ achievement and the quality of 
teaching a great deal.” 

The glowing report follows the best 
GCSE results in the school’s history 
last summer, making Wadham one of 
the highest performing schools in Som¬ 
erset. In addition to judging the school 
as “good” all round, the full report 
makes reference to the teaching being 
“good” with some being “outstanding” 
practice around the school.

A surprise for shoppers as short 


WORK on the removal of 1,000 tonnes of material 
from the demolition of the old Sports Club and Pavil- 
lion on Henhayes Recreation Ground in Crewkerne 
has been severely hampered by the wet winter and 
recent rainstorm. 

A spokesperson for the town council reported that 
the temporary road, which had been laid across the 
field to provide a track for lorries to remove the rub¬ 
ble, had become waterlogged during recent storms 
and it was decided on Monday it should no longer 
be used after a lorry became stuck in the mud. 

The road was deemed unsafe to use and a hazard 
to the public and was lifted that afternoon. 

The remaining two loads of material were removed 
on Tuesday using a tractor to drag the skips out of 
the field in order compact and level the area to make 
it safer to walk on. 

The spokesperson said: "The remediation work to 
the field will now begin and will be a priority to en¬ 
sure that it is fit for use at the start of the new foot¬ 
ball season. This is not an ideal situation but it was 
the safest solution to a very difficult problem." 

INVESTIGATIONS are ongoing into four recent bur¬ 
glaries in the Crewkerne area and a suspect has been 
arrested and charged. 

PCSO Haimes reported that entry was gained on 
each occasion through an insecure rear door. 

Although the police say dwelling burglaries are a 
rare occurrence in the area, they urge that everyone 
check their security and keep doors locked even 
when just in the garden as it only takes seconds for 
an opportunist to enter a property and steal items. 

CREWKERNE Town Council is now seeking to co-opt 
a new member as not enough electors came for¬ 
ward to request a by-election. 

The vacancy on the council will be filled by co-op¬ 
tion. Those interested in applying for the position

IN a first for Crewkerne, short plays were 
performed in various local shops on Saturday, 
May 31 st and the event was deemed a suc¬ 
cess all round.

She commented: “Show of Strength has 
been a truly inspirational project for Crewk¬ 
erne, from the initial writing workshops back 
in March to the culmination of performances 
in the shops last Saturday. 

“For me as a participant it has been amaz¬ 
ing. As the writing workshops gathered mo¬ 
mentum so did the confidence of the writers. 
I was thrilled that my piece was selected and 
even more excited to see it performed on Sat¬ 
urday. 

“As a resident it was great to feel the buzz 
in town on Saturday, to see groups of people 
following performance schedules discovering

and exploring shops all over town and enjoy 
live theatre by professional actors, was really 
encouraging. 

“As a shop assistant, it is good to know that 
there was a measurable increase in takings on 
Saturday. The publicity that the theatre com¬ 
pany generated, covered a far reaching area 
and that together with coverage by BBC 
Radio Somerset can only have raised the pro¬ 
file of the town. 

“A very big thank you to Crewkerne Town 
Council, in particular Angie Singleton, to Zoe 
Harris at South Somerset District Council, to 
ABCD and to Sheila Hannon and the Show 
of Strength Theatre Company for bringing 
this project to Crewkerne.” 

The monologues brought colourful charac¬ 
ters into town, mostly amusing and witty with 
some more serious and thought provoking.

Bilbys and a dodgy Sicilian barber in Sweeny 
Todd’s. 

Market town regeneration officer, Zoe Har¬ 
ris from South Somerset District Council, 
who had also written one of the plays herself, 
was delighted with the response to the project 
and how well it had been embraced by the 
businesses as well as the writers and audi¬ 
ences.

THE public conveniences in Falkland Square, Crewk¬ 
erne, which were taken over by the town council from 
the district council this year and have now been given 
a major facelift. 

The toilets, which are situated behind the library, have 
recently been deep cleaned and the building redeco¬ 
rated outside, with some internal redecoration also 
planned shortly. An attractive flowerbed has been cre¬ 
ated outside, with trellises on the walls and new hang¬ 
ing baskets. New signs have also been put up. 

A council spokesperson said: “They really are top 
quality toilets now and it would be good for the public 
to visit them rather than other venues in town which 
are not specifically open for that purpose.” 

Chairman of the council’s Amenities Committee, 
Councillor Angie Singleton, commented that such a 
good clean up job had been done, one member of the 
public had asked if new tiles had been fitted. She added 


that now things were clean, the idea of a separate baby 
changing area was no longer necessary and adding a 
baby changing table to the men’s side should be the 
only change necessary. 

The town council was given an ultimatum by the dis¬ 
trict council, they either had to take over the running 
of the public toilets or they would be closed for good. 
Having already had one public convenience removed 
from Church Street some years ago, councillors 
thought it was worth the expense to provide such a 
basic service to the public and hoped that the commu¬ 
nity will continue to use and respect the building, to 
keep the maintenance to a minimum and avoid a charge 
having to be introduced. 

Projects and properties officer, Nils Omell, said that 
they had kept the same cleaners but with a tighter remit 
which he personally was inspecting on a daily basis.

Chard's own strongman all 
set for international contest 


STRONGMAN Gary Clarke, from Chard is about to set off 
for Reykjavik where The World’s Strongest Disabled Man 
competition is held each year. 

The 36-year-old has competed in the high profile interna¬ 
tional strength event three times previously, attempting the 
log lift, truck pull and the Hercules hold (participants hold 
two cables with 100kg weights on each end for as long as 
possible, testing both strength and grip). 

The UK lacks representation at The World’s Strongest 
Disabled Man competition with only a handful of British 
competitors taking part, despite strength sports being ac¬ 
cessible and affordable. Gary, who has cerebral palsy, hopes 
to smash his personal best scores which are lifting at least 
75kg on the log lift, 50kg on the Atlas stones, 45 seconds 
and 80kg on the Hercules Hold, a 30kg dumbbell press and 
an impressive Crucifix Hold of over one minute with 10kg 
weights. 

Sponsored by disabled wet room specialists, Somerset’s 
Impey Showers, Gary has recently appeared at a leading 
national independent living exhibition with Impey, at which 
he inspired hundreds of event-goers by performing his 
strength capabilities. 

Impey has sponsored Gary, who works himself as a carer 
for disabled people, for the past two years and continues to 
support the sportsman in his quest to be crowned The 
World’s Strongest Disabled Man. 

Gary, who trains at Ilmister Pro Strength and Fitness 
under twice Britain’s Strongest Man winner, Laurence 
Shahlaei, said: “In the past I’ve had to rely on myself and 
the generosity of friends and relatives to cover the cost of 
competing. It’s wonderful to know I’ve got the backing of 
Impey once more and the money is a huge help for extras 
such as travel and accommodation to Iceland. 

“I’m determined to go out to Reykjavik and give it my 
all. As long as I beat my records from last year I will be 
pleased - all you can do is the best for yourself.” 

Gary, who uses crutches and experiences difficulties with 
his balance due to his condition, added: “My disability is 
just a small part of my life. Disability is just a state of mind 
- I choose not to let it hold me back and events like this 
prove you can achieve the things you want to, regardless of 
any disability.”

Presently there is no UK disabled strongman competition 
in place and this is something Gary wants to change in the 
near future. 

He said: “I want to start disabled strongman competitions 
in the UK and make them as popular here as they are in 
other countries. I want to give disabled people the chance 
to show the public what they’re made of. 

“I want to pave the way for others and help them to 
achieve what I have been lucky enough to accomplish.” 

Magnus Ver Magnusson, organiser of The World’s 
Strongest Disabled Man competition and four-time winner 
of the World’s Strongest Man contest, is very supportive of 
Gary’s efforts. 

He said: “I’ve worked with Gary for the last few years 
whilst he has been training for The World’s Strongest Dis¬ 
abled Man. He is a very determined and courageous man. 
He’s an inspiration to others, a credit to the UK and he 
hopes to encourage others into strength sports. 

“We’re thankful to companies like Impey because their 
financial assistance helps people achieve their dreams.” 

Neil Whitehead at Impey Showers, added: “We are very 
proud of Gary representing the UK and we wish him luck 
in the competition and raising the profile of disabled 
strength sports in the UK.”

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Town says its final farewells to Ken 



news briefing 


RELATIVES, friends and members of the Royal 
British Legion filled the church for a final farewell 
to one of Ilminster’s best-loved citizen’s, Ken 
Carbin, on Tuesday, June 3rd. 

It was a simple service in The Minster; the coffin, 
draped in the British flag was carried in to the 
sound of “I Vow to Thee my Country” preceded by 
the Legion standard, carried by Dave Rogers from 
Tintinhull. 

Tributes to the life of the 94-year-old, were read 
by family members, which told of a quiet, gentle 
man who had been grateful for his life, having sur¬ 
vived a great deal of action during his war years in 
the Navy. 

An extract from his memoires, described how in 
1941 Ken had sat with his feet in the water of a 
sinking ship, preparing his life jacket and wonder¬ 
ing to himself what was happening back at home, 
38 Winterhay Lane, where he had lived most of his 
adult life with his wife of 56 years, Vera. After tak¬ 
ing the plunge into the water he came across a 
Royal Marine who didn’t swim well and helped 
him to stay afloat until a destroyer picked them up. 

The cruiser had been the HMS Bonaventure, she 
was torpedoed south of Crete and went down rap¬ 
idly with the loss of 139 lives. Reverend Nigel 
Done commented that Ken’s generation had been 
the one to see the most change and he had experi¬ 
enced the full reality of human life.

Ken had never driven a car and was seen regularly 
walking up Station Road or cycling. His working 
years were spent as a master stonemason at Minster 
Stone, his fireplaces ending up all over the coun¬ 
try. 

In retirement he tended the gardens of many 
Ilminster residents as well as his own vegetable 
patch and, as a member of the Burma Star Associ¬ 
ation and the Royal British Legion, helped to create 
the Burma Star memorial garden on the corner of 
his street and Station Road, which he eventually 
tended alone up until last summer. 

Ken was a keen attendee of the carnival quiz and 
he and Vera were renowned for taking part in jum¬ 
ble sales, helping to organise them and raise thou¬ 
sands over the years for charity. 

After Vera died, he lived alone and carried on 
tending the garden until he was unable to cope 
alone any longer and spent the last 18 months of 
his life as a resident of Vaughan Lee House. His 
son Peter said it would have annoyed him that his 
last hours had been in Musgrove Hospital, not 
Vaughan Lee, where he had been very happy. 

In 2010 Ken was given the Mayor’s Award for his 
dedication to the care of the Burma Star garden, of 
which he had been immensely proud. He also re-

24-hour darts match recoups 
salon's stolen charity money 


New campaign launched to reduce 
funds wasted on unused medicine 


THE theft of a charity box from a South Petherton 
hair salon led to a marathon night of darts, which 
raised £1,700 to help a brain damaged child. 

Last year, 12-year-old Somer Woodley-Dale - al¬ 
ready disabled from her premature birth due to 
Noonan Syndrome, which caused heart and growth 
problems including abnormalcurvature of the spine 
- suffered cardiac arrest during a nine-hour opera¬ 
tion. Her heart stopped for 20 minutes leaving her 
brain damaged, paralysed on the left-hand side and 
unable to talk. 

Well-known in the area, as she regularly visited her 
grandparents locally, staff at the award-winning 
Brewers Arms in South Petherton took it upon them¬ 
selves to raise funds to help Somer. More than 


£1,500 was raised in one night towards vital equip¬ 
ment for her rehabilitation. 

By December, the Emphasis Hair Design salon in 
Market Square had raised more than another £200 
for the fund but it was stolen when the shop was 
broken into. 

When darts players Ricky Hill and Kev Harris heard 
about the loss, they vowed to do something and set 
up the 24-hour darts marathon at the pavilion on 
the recreation ground to help recoup the charity 
money. 

They were delighted to present Tracey Smith of 
Emphasis Hair Design with a cheque for £1,700, 
which will be passed on to Somer's parents. 


A CAMPAIGN aimed at reducing an estimated £3mil- 
lion wasted on medicines has been launched today by 
the Somerset Clinical Commissioning Group. 

The campaign aims to raise awareness about cor¬ 
rectly ordering repeat prescriptions and helping people 
get the best from their medicines. 

The potential money wasted on medicines across 
Somerset, could pay for 1,970 drug treatment courses 
for breast cancer and more than 30,000 more drug 
treatment courses for Alzheimer’s. 

GPs and pharmacists across Somerset have joined 
together in a bid to educate patients about their treat¬ 
ment and to help patients understand more about their 
medicines and the options they have. 

One of the main concerns is medicines on repeat pre¬ 
scriptions, which are ordered and collected by patients 
but are not used. It is estimated that £90million worth 
of unused prescription medicines are retained in indi¬ 
viduals ’ homes across the UK at any one time. 
Around half of all patients do not take or use their 
medicines as prescribed. 

This can occur for a number of reasons, including 
patients not believing the medicine is necessary, pos¬ 
sible side effects, difficulty fitting taking or using 
medicines into daily routines, patients choosing be¬ 
tween medicines if they feel they are taking too many, 
and cutting down or stopping medicines they have 
been taking for a long time. 

Posters and leaflets will be displayed in pharmacies 
and GP practices to raise awareness of medicine waste 


among both patients and carers. 

Shaun Green, associate director of Prescribing and 
Medicines Management of the Somerset Clinical 
Commissioning Group said: “Everyone involved in 
prescribing, dispensing or reviewing medicines needs 
to make sure that patients are involved in making de¬ 
cisions about their treatment and that medicines are 
taken as recommended. 

“Unwanted drugs in the home may mean that pa¬ 
tients are not getting the benefit they could be from 
their medicines. It also represents a large amount of 
waste. We want patients who are having repeat pre¬ 
scriptions to think about what they are ordering and 
only to ask for what they need and are running out of. 
Once medicines have been dispensed, they cannot be 
recycled.” 

The latest report from the Department of Health 
cited Medicine Usage Reviews as a potential way to 
reduce waste. In 2011, the National Institute for 
Health and Clinical Excellence issued new guidelines 
to healthcare professionals on how to involve patients 
in making decisions about prescribed medicines and 
reduce the number of people not taking or using their 
medicines correctly. 

This campaign will encourage patients to have reg¬ 
ular reviews of their medicines and to discuss any is¬ 
sues they may have with their medication with their 
GP or pharmacy. Anyone with unwanted medicines 
can return them to their local pharmacy where they 
will be disposed of safely.

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How to Save Money 

SAVING money is one of those tasks that's so much 
easier said than done. There's more to it than spending 
less money (although that part alone can be 
challenging). How much money will you save, where will 
you put it, and how can you make sure it stays there? 
Here's how to set realistic goals, keep your spending in 
check, and get the most for your money. 

1 . Kill your debt first. Simply calculating how much 
you spend each month on your debts will illustrate that 
eliminating debt is the fastest way to free up money. 
Once the money is freed from debt payment, it can easily 
be re-purposed to savings. Plus, the sooner you pay off 
debt, the less interest you'll pay, and that money can be 
saved instead. 

• If you choose to start saving before you completely 
pay off your debt, however, look into consolidating your 
debts so that you're not paying as much interest. 

• The only money-saving that should take precedence 
over getting out of debt is to create an emergency fund 
(setting aside enough money so that if you lose your 
income, you can survive for 3-6 months). 

2. Set savings goals. If you want to buy a house, 
determine how much of a down payment you'll need. 
For long-term goals, such as retirement, you'll need to 
do a lot more planning (figuring out how much money 
you'll need to live comfortably for 20 or 30 years after 
you stop working). 

3 . Establish a time-frame. For example: "I want to 
be able to buy a house two years from today." Set a 
particular date for accomplishing shorter-term goals, 
and make sure the goal is attainable within that time 
period. If it's not attainable, you'll just get discouraged. 

4 . Figure out how much you'll have to save per 
month, to attain each of your savings goals. Take 
each thing you want to save for and figure out how 
much you need to start saving now. For most savings 
goals, it's best to save the same amount each period. For 
example, if you want to put a £20,000 down payment on 
a home in 36 months (three years), you'll need to save 
about £550 per month every month. But if your 
paychecks amount to £1000, it might not be a realistic 
goal, so adjust your time-frame until you come up with 
an approachable amount. 

5 . Keep a record of your expenses. What you save 
falls between two activities and their difference: how 
much you make and how much you spend. Since you 
have more control over how much you spend, it’s wise 
to take a critical look at your expenses. Write down 
everything you spend your money on for a couple weeks 
or a month. Be as detailed as possible, and try not to 
leave out small purchases. 

• Get in the habit of recording expenses and saving the 
receipts. (There are also apps you can download to your 
phone that will help you keep track of your expenses). 

6. Trim your expenses. Take a good, hard look at your 
spending records after a month or two have passed. 


You'll likely see some obvious cuts you can make. Think 
about your priorities, and make cuts you can live with. 
Calculate how much those cuts will save you per year, 
and you’ll be much more motivated to pinch pennies. 

7 . Reassess your savings goals. Subtract your 
expenses (the ones you can’t live without) from your 
take-home income (i.e. after taxes have been taken out). 
What is the difference? And does it match up with your 
savings goals? Let’s say you've decided you can 
definitely get by on £150 per month, and your 
paychecks amount to £230 per month. That leaves you 
with £80 to save. If there's absolutely no way you can fit 
all your savings goals into your budget, take a look at 
what you're saving for and cut the less important things 
or adjust the time-frame. Maybe you need to put off 
buying a new car for another year, or maybe you don't 
really need a big-screen TV that badly. 

8. Make a budget. Once you've managed to balance 
your earnings with your savings goals and spending, 
write down a budget so you'll know each month or each 
paycheck how much you can spend on any given thing 
or category of things. 

9. Stop using credit cards. Pay for everything with 
cash or money orders. Don’t even use checks. It’s easier 
to overspend when you're pulling from a bank or credit 
account because you don't know exactly how much is 
in there. If you have cash, you can see your supply 
running low. 

1 0 . Open an interest-bearing savings account. It's a 
lot easier to keep track of your savings if you have them 
separate from your spending money. You can also 
usually get better interest on savings accounts than on 
current accounts (if you get interest on your current 
account at all). Consider higher-interest options such as 
CDs or money-market accounts for longer savings goals. 

11 . Pay yourself first. Savings should be your priority, 
so don't just say that you'll save whatever is left over at 
the end of the month. You can set up an automatic 
transfer from your checking account to your savings 
account. 

Deposit savings into an account as soon as you get 
paid. An easy, effective way to start saving is to simply 
deposit 10% of every check in a savings account. If you 
get a check or sum of cash, say 710.68, move the decimal 
point one place to the left and deposit that amount: 
71.07. This works well and requires little thought; over 
several years, you've a tidy sum in savings. 

Many employers allow you to deduct savings from 
your paycheck. The money is directly deposited in your 
savings account so you never even see it on your 
paycheck. You can also have investments for retirement 
taken directly out of your pay, and the taxes may be 
deferred with this option.

Cara Dillon to play the Octagon Theatre 


CARA Dillon's story is not that of the 
usual artist. Raised in the tradition 
of Irish folk music she was signed at 
different times by Warners, the 
major label regarded at the time as 
the coolest and most artist friendly 
and then by Rough Trade, an indie 
label with very much the same rep¬ 
utation. And yet, her last album, Hill 
Of Thieves, her first on her own 
Charcoal label, has become her 
most successful to date, garnering 
her both critical acclaim and com¬ 
mercial success. 

Now, nearly six years on, she re¬ 
turns with her follow up A Thousand 
Hearts, a record that looks to ce¬ 
ment her place as one of the finest 
folk singers of her generation. She 
is joined again, as she has been 
throughout her career by partner 
Sam Lakeman. "We don't exactly 
rush these things"says Cara "but our 


experiences have taught us it's bet¬ 
ter to get it right than have regrets." 

And it's those experiences that 
have informed their career: "I'm a 
folk singer, it's what I love and what 
I do. We learnt so much from our 
time with Warners and Rough Trade 
and the success of Hill ofThieves re¬ 
flects that, although it was being on 
our own label that enabled us to be 
bold about our choice of material." 
The album, their fourth and first 
since leaving Rough Trade, was 
their most traditional to date, a 
move that did cause some concern. 
"It didn't have an obviously radio 
friendly track on it'says Sam,'but as 
soon as the first reviews came in, it 
was clear we'd done the right thing". 
Indeed, a year after the release, Hill 
ofThieves won BBC Radio 2 Folk 
Album OfThe Year, vindicating their 
decision to go it alone. 


A Thousand Hearts reflects the 
same intent, this time the 11 tracks 
being an eclectic mix of the con¬ 
temporary and traditional, all 
loosely themed around affairs of 
the heart.
